-have finithed, they feparate, with- 
eut faying any thing to one ano- 


-not find themfelvea moved by thie 
fpirit to converfe. They take-all 
feripture terms in. an. allegorical 
fenfe, even thofe which' {peak of 
death, and. refurrection’ of our 
Lard. They have not now-a-days 
thofe ecftatick fits which made 
them run up and down the ftreets 


lancholy countenance ; they’ find 
fault with every thing, and defpifé 
chofe that are not of their-fe@; 
they hate war and law=fuits, and : 
dé not even defend « themfelves 
when‘ they are attacked’; if ‘they 
are’ perfecuted, if theif meetings 
are forbid, ‘they neverthelefs con’ 
tinue them, without giving them- 
felves any concern ‘about the coné 
fequentes. When ‘they know 
that the officers are about coming

months 3 but after that time they 
lofe both one and the other from 
the quantity of fweat, until they

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‘become dike the: former. inhabi- 
tants. Thefe effects are moft 
-obfervable in younger people ; on 
the contrary, thofe who are far- 
ther advanced in life, when they 
go thither, preferve their former 
‘appearance better, and enjoy fo 
-gocda ftate. of health, that they 
live commonly.to more than eigh- 
ty. years of: age. 

As the temperament of this 
j}couptry is particular, fo are fome 
of its diftempers. “Thefe .may. be 
confidered’ of two kinds, wiz. 
thofe diftempers ‘to which. the 
Europeans newly arrived there are 
tliable; and. they. only ; and thofe 
which are common to all perfons, 
as well Criollos as Chapetones, — 

The diftempers of the firft clafs 
are many, as the.-refort of the 
Europeans there is very great. 
They are very dangerous, and 


often‘ mortal. They «frequently 


deftroy a great part of the people, 
both failors and others, who ar- 
Nive there. from. Europe. . The 
continuance. of thefe .diftempers 
is very fhort ; they laft but three 
or four days, in which time the 
fick either die, or are out of dan- 
ger. ‘The particular diftemper, 
to which they are moft liable, is 
very little known ; though it 
has its rife in fome from taking 
cold, in others from indigeftion ; 
but from whichfoever of thefe, or 
from what other caufe it takes. its 
rife, it becomes in the fhort time 
before-mentioned the Vomito Pri- 
eto, or black vomit, .which is 
what kills them; it being very 
rare that thofe, who have it, 
efcape. It is obferved in fome, 
that their delirium is fo violent, 
that they are obliged to be tied 
dewn in their beds, that they may 


not tear themfelves iin pieces: ‘and 
they often. die raving. withthe 
greateft degree: of agony...

Chapetonada, {0 de- 
nominated, as thofe from: Europe 
were only liable 'to it, were in- 
digeftions : .And. ‘though they 
-were in that. climate always at- 
tended with danger, the women 
of the country, .as they do now, 
cured them with eafe, efpecially 
when they are taken in time. The 
thips afterwards going from Car- 
tagena to. Porto Bello, it. was 
there: fucceeded with the ‘great 
mortality, which.-was always at- 
tributed to the unfeafonablenefs of 
the climate, and to the fatigue of 
the fhips crews in unloading their 


fhips, and in the bufinefs of the’ 
fair there. & us 
~The : black vomit was not. 
known at Cartagena, nor in its 
neighbourhood, until the - years 
1729 and 1730, when: firft it 
carried off a great part ‘of ‘the 
crews of the-thips‘of war, which 
Don Domingo ‘Fuftiniani ‘then 
commanded, and were then there 
as Guarda Coftas.. Thefe fthips 
were firft attacked at'Santa Mar= 
tha, where the feverity of this 
diftemper, and its greatflaughter, 
hadcaft. a greater “terror upon 
their crews. ‘The fecond attack. 
of ‘this diftemper was’ on board 
the:galeons commanded by Don 
Manuel Lopex Pintado,. when its 
mortality was highly formidable, 
and ‘death’ followed the attack fo 
quick; that perfons, -who: were 
one. day feen walking at large, 
were? next day met carrying to. 
their graves. Beiny ted 
» Qur author is of opinion, that 
this, as -well.as fome other di-: 
ftempers to which Europeans are 
liable at firft, or foon after. their* 
atrival at Cartagena, ‘and> other 
places under the fame: circum- 
ftances, fhould: be: confidered as 
arifing from the great alteration 
that happens in their conftitutions: 
there: and this change, - which 
from the climate is. {gon brought 
about, makes them fuffer this and 
other diftempers, which either de=. 
ftroy them, or generate.in them a. 
difpofition to bear the heats ; after 
which, being as’ it were, natusa- 
lized, they enjoy: the fame fhare 
of health with the natives. 1 
-. Our.author remarks, that: at. 
Cartagena, when the. fhips from 
Spain fail in their arrival, the Eu- 
ropean productions, which: at all 
Pa2 _ times 
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times are dear, and much valued 
there, are fometimes quite ex- 
pended: Thefe more pafticularly 
are wing, Qil, and raifins, When’ 
this is the ¢afe with regard to 
wine, the people there fuffer much 
in their health; as every ‘body, 
except the negroes, and thofe 
who ufe brandy, accuftom them- 
felvées to drink it with their food. 
From the want of this, their fto- 
machs fail, they grow fick, and 
this ficknefs becomes - general. 
‘This want of wine happened 
when our author arrived at Cur- 
tagena, and the ficknefs in con- 
fequence was fo general in that 
city, that mafs was celebrated 
only in one of their churches..

this one principle, that there is @ 
real produdtive force in nature ; in 
which we have both Jong fince 
agreed, however we may have 
differed in explaining that action : 
for whether it be by 2n evolution 
and combination of organical parts, 
as Mr. de- Buffon fuppofes, or by 
a real vegetating force refiding in 
every microfcopical point, may be 
probably far beyond the power of 
microfcopes to determine. But as 
the principle from which we de- 
part is intirely the fame, it muft 
neceflarily lead to fimilar thoughts, 
and fimilar ‘confequences.

between Spain and England. - 


ArTicre I. 
H 1S Britannick Majetty yields j 


to his Catholick Majefty his 
right to the enjoyment of the Afi- 
ento of negroes, and the annual 
fhip, during the four years f{tipu- 
Jated by the 16th article ‘of ‘the 
treaty of Aix-la-Chapelle. - 

Article Vi His Britannick Ma- 
jefty, in confideration of a com- 
penfation of-one hundred thoufand 
pounds fterling, which his Catho- 
lick Majetty promifes and engages 
to’ caufe tobe paid, either at 
Madrid or London, to the -royal 
Affiento company, within the term 

three months at-the lateft, to 


be-reckoned from ‘the day of the! 
figning ‘of this treaty, yields to 


his Catholick Majefy, allthat may . 


be due to the faid company for 
balaiice of accounts, or arifing in 
any manner whatfoever from the 
faid- Affiento ; fo that the faid com~ 
penfation fhall be ‘efteemed and 
looked upon as a full and entire 
fatisfaction on the part of his Ca- 
tholick -Majefty, and fhall extin- 
guifh from this prefent time, for 
the’ future: and for ever, all right, 
pretenfion or demand, which might 
be formed in’ confequence of the 
faid Affiento, or annual fhip, di- 
rectly or indire€tly, on the part 
or his Britannick Majefty, or on 
that of the faid company. — ‘ 
Article Il. The Catholick King 
yields to his Britannick Majefty 
all his pretenfions or demands in 
confequence of the faid Affiento and 
annual fhip, as well with regard 
te the articles: already liquidated, 
.as to thofe which may be eafy or 
difficult to ‘liquidate; fo that-no 
mention can ever be made of them 
hereafter, on either fide. 
Article1V. His €atholick Ma- 
jefty confents that the Briti/b fub- 
jects fhall not be bound to. pay 
higher or other ‘duties, or upon 
other evaluations for goods ‘which 
they: fhall carry into, or out of 
the different ports of his Catholick 


Majefty, than thofe paid on the. 


fame goods in the time of Charles 


‘the Second, King of Spain, fettled 


by the cedulas and ordonnantes of 
that king, or thofe of his prede- 
ceflors. And although the favour 
or allowance called Pie del Fardo 
be not founded upon any’ royal

inviolable law ; ‘and all the above 
mentioned duties fhall ‘be exacted 
and levied, now and for the fu- 
ture, with the fame advantages and 
favours:to'thefaid-fubjedts. >. 
- AetieleV. His Catholick Ma- 
jefty ‘allows the faid fubjeéts to 
take and gather falt in the ifland 
of Tortudes, without any hindrance 
whatfoever, as they did in the time 
of the faid King Charles the Second. 
Article VI. His Catholick Ma- 
jefty confents that the faid fubjects 
fhall not pay any where, higher or 
other Duties than thofe which his 
Catholick Majefty’s fubjects pay in 
the fame place. 
Article VII. His Catholick Ma- 
jefty grants that the faid fubjects en- 
joy all the rights, privileges, fran- 
chifes, exemptions and immunities 
whatfoever, which they enjoy’d be- 
fore the laft war, by virtue of ce- 
dulas or royal ordonnances, and by 
the articles of the treaty of peace 
and commerce made at Madrid ‘in 
1667; and the faid fubjects thal 
be treated in Spain, in the fame 
manner as the moft favoured na- 
tion, and confequently, no nation, 
fhall pay lefs duties upon wool, 


and othermerchandizes which they ' 


‘fhall bring into, or carry out of 
“Spain by land, than the faid fub- 
jects fhall pay upon the fame mer- 
dizes, which they fhall bring 
in or carry out by fea. And all 
the’ rights, privileges, franchifes, 
exemptions and immunities, which 
fhall be granted and 
any-nation whatever, {hall alfo be 
pene and permitted to the faid 
ubjects ; and his Britannick Ma- 
jefty confents that tke fame be 
granted and permitted to the fub. 
jets of Spain’ in his Britannick 
Majefty’s Kin gdoms.

by the prefent treaty, as likewife 
the treaty of commeree concluded 
at Urrecht in 1713, thofe articles 
excepted, which are contrary to the 
prefent treaty, which fhall be abo- 
lifhed and of no force; and name- 
ly, the three: articles: of ‘the faid 
of Utrecht, commonly call’d 
Explanatory.

HE Clergy. in moft Roman 
Catholick countries, having 
been exempted from taxes until the 
year t75c, have lately been re- 
quired by feveral princes, to give in 
a particular of thgireltates, in osder.

Their 
fovereigns have hitherto been ¢on- 
tented with a free gift from the cler- 
y in liev of alt taxes, which not be- 
ing found a fufficient equivalent, 
the archbithop of Florence, . by: order 
of the emperor, as duke of 1: 
with the permiiffion of the pope, has 
publith’d a mandate requiring the 
clergy, and all religious communities 
in Zu/cany, of both fexes, to give an 
exact account of the produce of their 
revenues and eftates, that the go- 
vernment might proceed to fettle the 
quota they: ought to. contribute to.- 
wards the charges of the ftate, after 
the example of the: French court, 
which requires the fame thing of the 
clergy of France. As to the. prote{- 
tapt kingdoms and ftates of Scxeden, 
Denmark, and the proteftant flates 
and principalities of Germany and 
Fiolland . "hele powers feiz’d on the 
church fands at the reformation, and 
only allow'd their elergy @ bare fub- 
fiftance, which is paid them by the 
refpective governments, and confe- 
wendy there is mo FOOM to tax 


them. 

England was the only proteftant 
squntry that left the cler, in polled 
fion of any part of the church lands 
atthe reformation, and this govern- 
ment continu'd to them the privilege 
of taxing ‘themfelves unpil the reign 
of king Charics II; whenthe clergy 
finding a greater proportion of taxes 
expected from them than from the 
laixy, they. voluntarily parted. with 
the privilege of taxing themfelves, 
and fubmitted to be tax’d with the
